NDEED with the affection 
he enjoyed und a constitu- 
tlorial responsiblity tighter 
than any English king: in 
history had been asked {to 
bear, he had everything in 
his favour. A_ propitious 
and glorious reign lay be- 
fore him. Let it be clearly ; 
understood. that — England 
did not repudiate her king. 
It was the King who watk- 
ed out on Paigland. 

Almost 26 years have passed. | 
The monarchy not only sur- 
vived the abdication but | 
under the much beloved | 
King George VI and the pre- 
sent Queen and her widely 
respected _conxort, made a 
brilliant recovery. And to-; 
day in its new Common- 
woalth setting, it enjoys a 
stability and popularity 
rarely equalled in history, 

Britain and the Common- 
wealth can be thankful that 
there were such people to 
save the throne. And if 
the Duke of Windsor has 
felt, as his wife the Duchess 
now snys, that since his 
departure he hns been treat- 
ed rather ehabbily by the 
British Government and 
public the reason is not 
hard to find. If today he 
is a pathetic, aimless and 
somewhat forlorn  charac- 
ter, the fault is not 
Britain's. It is his own. 


T is doubtful if many 
British people actively 
hold a grudge today.

The Thompson group, 
headed by Canadian = mil- 
llonoire Slr Roy ‘Thompson, 
owns the Sunday Times 
(Conservative) and a’chain of 
provincial newspapers, (four 
morning daliles, seven evening 
dailies and numerous weeklies), 

The new group, to be called 
“Thompson - Odhams", has a 
capital of £66 million. 

Chairman of the new com- 
pany was to be Thompson him- 
self, and the  vic-chalriman 
would. be Sir Christopher 
Chancellor, Chairman of the 
Odhams board of directors and 
former Director. General of 
Reuters News Agency. 

Thompson and his family 
were to exchange their shares ia

Even 
though Bulkeley explained that 
he had deen raised but “he 
mob saw him not,” ¢he prophets 
in London were sadly discoun- 
tenanced. 

Yet the sceg planted near 
Tower Hill was still to bear its 
most startling fruit.
